American yachts in the harbor, of 
which there are several, have their 
flags and bunting ready to dress ship 
on the first appearance of the Ham­ 
burg, but police precautions will he 
made stringent and service boats will 
keep all craft at a distance.

They found it impossible, on account 
of the great number of visitors who 
had come to the city or had engaged 
rooms In advanoe, to obtain apart­ 
ments at the highest class hotels for 
Mr. Roosevelt, as they did not an­ 
nounce of the intended gnest. At each 
of these houses they were informed 
that all apartments were taken, and 
as a consequence, rooms were finally 
taken at the Hotel Londres, a hostelry 
of quite ordinary pretensions. Later, 
however, a commodious apartment 
was engaged at the Excelsior hotel, 
which was considered more suitable 
for the purposes of the distinguished 
visitor.

ROOSEVELT ROASTS SOCIALISM 


His First Outlook Article Puts up the Charge 


of 'free Love” Against the Socialists. 


In his first signed article published in The Outlook, which 


is entitled “ Socialism; Where We Can Not Work With So­ 


cialists, ” former President Theodore Roosevelt bitterly at­ 


tacks 
Socialism 
“as at present practiced throughout the 


world.** 
After discussing the general problem he says in 


part: 


“ With these self-styled Socialists with whom Socialism is 
a vaguely concealed catchword, and who use it to express 
their discontent with existing wrongs and their purpose to 
correct thorn, there is not much need of discussion. 
So far 
as they make any proposals which are not foolish and which 
tend toward betterment we can act with them. 
But the 
real logical advanced Socialists who teach their faith as both 
a creed and a party platform may deceive to their ruin de­ 
cent and well meaning but short sighted men; and there is 
need of plain speaking in order accurately to show the trend 
of their teaching. 
“ The immorality and absurdity of the doctrines of Social­ 
ism as propounded by these Socialists are quite as great as 
those of the advocates, if such there be, of an unlimited in­ 
dividualism. 
Indeed, these thorough going Socialists occu­ 
py, in relation to all morality, a position so revolting— and I 
choose my words carefully— that it is difficult even to discuss 
it in a reputable paper. 
‘ ‘In America the leaders even of this type have usually 
been cautious about stating frankly that they proposed to 
substitute free love for marriage and family life as we have 
it, although many of them do in a roundabout way uphold 
this position. 
In places on the continent of Europe, how­ 
ever, they are more straightforward, their attitude being 
that of one extreme French Socialist writer, M. Gabriel De 
Ville, who announces that the Socialists intend to do away 
with both prostitution and marriage, which he regards as 
equally wicked— his method of doing away with prostitution 
being to make unchastity uni versal.* * 
Mr. Roosevelt then discusses the doctrine as held by Prof. 
Carl Pearson, the English Socialist, Flinders Pietrie, and 
others, as showing that Socialism means just this. 
He 
then says: 
“ Of course, in practice such a system would not work at 
all, and incidentally the mere attempt to realize it would 
necessarily be accompanied by corruption. 
In other words, 
on the social and domestic side doctrinal Socialism would 
replace the family and home life by a glorified state free 
lunch counter and state founding asylum, deliberately en­ 
throning self-indulgence as the ideal, with, on its darker 
side, the absolute abandonment of all morality as between 
man and woman; while in place of what Socialists are pleased 
to call “ wage slavery,** there would be 
created a system 
which would necessitate either the prompt dying out of the 
community through sheer starvation or an iron despotism 
over all workers, compared to which any slave system of 
the past would seem beneficient because less utterly hopeless. * * 
Mr. Roosevelt attacks Eugene V. Debs, late Socialistic 
candidate for president, who, he says, ‘ ‘earns his livelihood 
as the editor of a paper which not merely practices every 
form of malignant and brutal slander, but condones and en­ 
courages every form of brutal wrongdoing, so long as either 
slander or the violence is supposed to be at the expense of a 
man who owns something, wholly without regard to whether 
that man is himself a scoundrel, or a wise, kind and helpful 
member of the community.** 
In conclusion he says; 
“ One of the main vices of the 
Socialism which was propounded by Proudhon, Lasalle and 
Marx, and which is preached by their disciples and imitators 
is that it is blind to everything, except the material side of 
life. 
It is not only indifferent but at the bottom hostile to 
the intellectual, the religious, the domestic and moral life. 
It is a form of communism, with no moral foundation, but 
essentially based on the immediate annihilation of personal 
ownership of capital, and, in the near future, the annihila­ 
tion of the family and ultimately the annihilation of civili­ 
zation.** 
You friends and supporters of Ex-president Roosevelt will 
do well to ponder on the above statement before voting at 
the election tomorrow. 
The only method by which you can 
protect our city from the evils as pointed out by Mr. Roose­ 
velt is by voting for D. M. Clark, independent' candidate 
for mayor.

Grass grows in the streets of Barnesville 
now where people walked before and a house and lot can 
be purchased in that town for a song, and you don’t have 
to sing it. 
Are the property owners of the city of Brainerd going 
to make it possible to have this condition of affairs forced 
upon them by electing a socialist mayor and aldermen, 
and many of them have their comfortable homes, which 
represent the savings of a life time, that will depreciate in 
value almost to. nothing. 
Our city has now reached a crisis in its history where 
it is up to its people to decide whether we wish to make
